THE COMET CONVULSED. 


Orent Disturbance of the ilr.avcnly 


Wanderer Discovered by Professor 
Htoue. 
CINCINNATI, Ohio, July C.—Professor 


Stone, of the Cincinnati observatory, says 
he has to-night discovered evidences of 
great disturbance iu the nucleus of the 
comet. A very large portion of the nu- 
cleus has been thrown off, aud has form- 
ed a separate nucleus. The distance be- 
tween the two he estimates at 1,200 to 
1,500 miles. The location of the new 
nucleus is toward the North atar, aud 
may be seen by the naked eye. The 
professor thinks this IB the most marked 
phenomenon of the kind, on account 
of the magnitude of the seceding por- 
tion.

The conspirators have a regular Gov- 


ernment of their own. 
They have oc- 


casional congresses of their roprcscnta. 
lives, an executive power, conrts, an 
army,'» police. They have a republic- 
an form of government. 
.The Congress 


of Representatives chooses the Execu- 
tive Committee and the editors of the 
clandestine journals, and- decides, in 
principal, iipou the policy to be pur- 
sued. The Executive Committee holds 
all the strings connecting the different 
circles (krujok), appoints tlio agents of 
police, 'the ti'/hting corps, the finance 
sub-committee, tr.e sub-committee on 
new members, and so on. The work of 
the conspirator is so admirably ar- 
ranged that there can be no collision 
between the different departments as is 
often the case with the Czar's Govern- 
ment. Kyery conspirator is instructed 
to mind his own business. So, for in- 
stance, Kibalchitch was charged with 
the duty of preparing dynamite and 
bombs though he did not know when, 
where or by whom these articles would 
be used. 
So Kysakoff, though ho was 


one of forty -eight volunteers for throw- 
ing bombs at the Czar, did not know 
when and where his services would be 
needed. 
So JellabolT, though ho voted 


against constructing a mine in Little: 
Garden Street, yet obeyed orders and 
took part in digging it 03 diligently as 
anybody else. 


The Executive Committee, iu virtue: 


of the urgency of the situation, is vested 
with the judicial power, and when oc- 
casion requires, it sits as a supremo 
court. It tried and condemned to death 
General Treport', the Governor of St. 
Petersburg, and the execution of that 
sentence was intrusted to Vera 8as.su- 
litch; Briucu ;Krapotkin, the Governor 
of KhurkotV, who was shot and 'killed 
by the Nihilist Goldenberg; 
Baron 


Heicking, Colonel of Gendarmes, killed 
by an unknown Nihilist; General Mcz- 
entreff, Chief of the Third Section, 
stabbed and kiMed at noon on a street 
of St. 1'etcrsbnrg;. General Drcnteln, 
Chief of the Third Section, shot at hiit 
missed by Mirsky; General Melikoll, 
shot at but missed by Mladetsky; Czar 
Alexander Nicholncvitch, shot tit but 
missed by Solovieft, and at last, nftor 
three unsuccessful attempts, killed by;a 
bomb. A number of spies have algo 
teen tried, sentenced to death, and ex- 
ecuted. - And who in Uussia knows 
where that court will stop? 


The Nihilist police is undoubtedly a 


most wonderful and mysterious body. 
It is indeed ubiquitous and omniscient. 
It has means to see and to know what 
ia going.on in the Czar's private cabi- 
net, in the secret State council, in the 
office of the Third Section. It is aware 
of the Czar's intention to go here lot- 
there, as if it were his most confidential 
friend. The explanation is this: Ladies 
of the highest .rank, the maids of honor 
included, are fascinated by thedarinn- 
Nihilist plans, and perhaps by the NiP- 
hilista themselves, and are performing 
the duty of spies on the Czar and his 


• Wghest officers. It hna been discovered 


that there are Nihilists among the'civil 
and military officers, as well as among 
the agents, of police. That is the reason 
why the chiefs of the police have re- 
peatedly tried to " purify" the force, 
but all in vain. The Czar's police can- 
not bear comparison with the Nihilist 
.police. There are hundreds of striking 
incidents proving the superiority ot;thc 
latter. The latest case is this: The po- 
lice suspected that there was a mine in 
construction; the oflicors made search 
for it in the very house where it wns, 
and yet they did not lind anything sus- 
picious! The Nihilists, man and wife, 
who occupied the house, were reckless 
enough to stay at home three days after 
it became apparent that the mine:was 
not needed, the O.ar having boon killed 
by a bomb, or perhaps they wanted to 
guard it for some future use. 
Who 


icnows? 
The Nihilist printing offices area per- 


petual puzzle to the Government. More 
than half a Joz.en of the clandestine 
oliices have been seized; each time the 
police thought that at last the Nihilists 
would be silenced. And yet there are 
new and ever new printing offices ope- 
rating somewhere. It is an established 
(act that there are itinerant Nihilist 
printers wLp carry type about thoir 
persons. It has been found out also 
that some revolutionary proclamations 
were printed in the Government print- 
ing houses and that revolutionary print- 
ing presses were kept in the most re- 
spectable aristocratic houses. Now the 
Czar's police receive the secret publi- 
cations as a matter of course, without 
the slightest hope of ever checking 
them. 


The question of the Nihilist finances 


also bullies the Government. It is plain 
that the conspirators spend money as 
readily as if they commanded the Treas- 
ury. But nobody can tell whence the 
money is obtained. It is said hero that 
a millionaire, on receiving an order 
from the Executive Committee, paid at 
once 50,000 roubles. He was rebuked 
by the Chief of 1'olice, who said that 
the millionaire ought to have applied to 
the Government for protection. 
"Let 


the Government protect itself first and 
then! will believe that it may be able 
to protect me," was the reply. 


Bcaconsfleld'g Heir. 


But before all these personages the 


chief interest (at the funeral) was cen- 
tered upon a young boy of twelve, at- 
tired in a short, closu-litting Eton 
Jacket, with wide, white collar turned 
over the coat. With pale, handsome 
face, fine, clear complexion, dark hair 
and soft black eyes, now dimmed with 
tears, he seemed to be what Disraeli 
must have been when he was young. It 
was Cpningsby Disraeli, the nephew 
and heir ot the dead Earl.

raeli had centered his hope and ambi- 
tion of founding n family, and if appear- 
ance is any criterion the b y has the dig- 
nity, composure and jjrace to wear 
worthily toe honors thrust upon him.

Beside Conlngsby Disraeli walked a 
gentleman of line appearance, with ven- 
erable head and snowy hair and whisk- 
ers, Mr. Kalph Disraeli, brother of the 
Earl and father of Coningsby. This 
pair, the only kinsmen of the Earl, were 
followed by all eyes, the objects of keen 
interest to every spectator.

treal -Star as follows: 


"Whatv-vvas the strangest occurrence 


of that time, or rattier tho strangest 
thing that over happened in tho history 
of tiiis country, was what has always 
been known as the 'Phenomenon of 
1819.'

Late ir 
the afternoon tlie sky cleared to its nat 
ural aspect, and the next day was fine 
and frosty. On the morning of Tues 
day, the 10th, heavy clouds again cov 
ercd the aky, and changed rapidly from 
a dark eroen to a pitchy black, and tho 
sun, 
when occasionally seen through 


them, was sometimes of a dark-brown 
or an unearthly yellow color, and again 
bright-orange, and oven blood-rod. The 
clouds constantly deepened in color and 
density, and later on a heavy vapor 
seemed to descend to the earth, and the

The sky above and 
around was as black as ink, but right 
in one spot in mid-air above them was 
the .summit of the spire, with the light- 
ning playing about it shining like a 
sun. Directly the great iron cross, to- 
gether with the ball at its foot, f«;ll to 
tho ground with a crush, and was shiv- 
ered to pieces. Hut tho darkest hour 
comes just before the dawn. Tho glojv 
above gradually subsided and died out, 
the people grew less fearless and re- 
turned to their homes, tho real night 
came on and 
when 
next morning 


dawned every thing was bright and clear 
and tlie world was ns natural as before. 
Tho phenomenon was noticed in a 
greater or less degree from Quobec to 
Kingston, and far into the States, but 
Montreal seemed its center. It has 
never yet boonexplainer!."
